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Extreme water shortage 


Burlington water 


The town of Wilmington, faced with an extreme water shor- 
tage, is seeking to purchase water from the Town of 
Burlington. Negotiations have been started between the two 
towns, aiming toward the installation of a large meter at the 
town line. Up to one million gallons a day is needed to keep 
Wilmington water mains at the proper pressure. 


Five years ago the Town of 
Wilmington was supplying water 
to Burlington, before the new dam 
was constructed, near Weeping 
Hill down off Chestnut Street. 
Wilmington at that time put a 
price of $200 a million gallons. 

Now the price is $500 a million 
gallons. Like everything else 
water costs more. Five hundred 
dollars a million, it is said is 
Burlington's one price on watér - 
to homes and to industry, and to 
the Town of Wilmington. 

The maximum pumping capaci- 
ty of Wilmington, at this time, is 
five million gallons of water a day. 

There are five pumping stations, 
which have been working on a 24 
hour basis. and one (Brown's 
Crossing) eighteen hours a day. 
The water pressure is low, and the 
level in the standpipes has beet 
dropping slowly and steadily. 
Water Supreintendent Ken 
Motschman says that the Water 
Department will be “‘lucky to 
catch up.:" 

Three years ago the Butters Row 
pumping station was shut down, 
because of iron ore in the water. 
Two years ago the Aldrich Road 
pumping station was shut down for 
the same reason. Neither is work- 
ing today. 

The Board of Water Com- 
missioners asked for $2 million, in 
town meeting. to build a treatment 


plant which would take iron ore out 
of the water. The article, in an an- 
nual town meeting, was decisively 
defeated, only thirty-one persons 
voted in favor. .

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The High School Class with 


3/2 Principals 


The people who remember 
Wilmington High School fifty 
years ago are dwindling in 
numbers. 
School. Fifty years ago it housed 
less than 200 pupils, including the 
eighth grade, under the leadership 
os Carolyn Swain, one of the ladies 
for whom the present school is 
named. 

There were twenty-three 
graduates, in that class of 1925. 
They had the pleasure of knowing 
and studying under some fine 
teachers. Gladys Alexander and 
Laura Marland, to name two. 

Not every teacher can be 
remembered today, but no one has 
forgotten the janitor - a kindly man 
by the name of Charlie Perry. He 
jived at the corner of Adams Street 
and Church Street, and not only 
swept and cleaned the high school, 
and shoveled coal into the boiler. 
but was also a Selectman of 
Wilmington. 

The Class of 1925 was distinctive 
in several ways, and one of those

More on the 
Harnden Tavern 


More light has been cast on the 
story that the Harnden Tavern was 
a station for the “Underground 
Railway” in the days prior to the 


US. Civil War, and during the ex- - 


istence of Dr. Silas Brown, 

Fifty years ago the story was 
told by many Witmington people, 
but not by the Hathaway family, 
who were the owners of the fine 
old building at the corner of 
Woburn and Salem Streets. 

The legend, widely believed, but 
absolutely unsubstantiated by any 
known facts. was that the family of 
Dr. Silas Brown harbored. run- 
away slaves on their way to 
Canada. in the years just 
preceding the Civil War. 

The Town Crier revived the 
story, as a part of the stories con- 
cerning the old tavern, in the days 
while it stood empty, and Possibly 
would become the subject of an ar- 
sonist’s torch. Since then other 
parties have elaborated on the 
tale. One account appeared in an 
out-of-town paper saying that 
slaves were hidden there as early 
as 1820. Another account. not in 
the paper. gives Civil War dates as 


the time of hiding slaves. Both are 
obviously historically impossible. 
even if the old home were a slave 
refuge. 

Helen Hathaway Burke. a grand- 
daughter of the Maria Hathaway 
for whom the house was known for 
many years. was in Wilmington 
over the past week-end. She told 
the Town Crier that she visited her 
grandmother practically every 
day. and never heard anything that 
would suggest that run-away 
slaves had been hidden within the 
building. 

Mrs. Burke did confirm the story 
about a “hiding place.” It was 
within the stairwell she said 
3 If a person were to come in the 
front door. and then go into the 
coat closet beside the stairway. 
and then turn right. he would find a 
small hole, some 18 inches above 
the floor level. and leading into the 
stair area 

\ person could quite successful- 
ly be hidden in that hole, she said. 
Mrs. Burke is the daughter of the 
late Capt. George Hathaway. USN

During the “gravel war” of the 
1950s. when Route 93 was being 
constructed. a large gravel pit was 
excavated_in North Wilmington. 
many acres in area. It was south 
of Salem Street. and part of the ex- 
cavation was in North Reading, 
but the larger part in Wilmington. 
Three ponds were excavated, part- 
ly in North Reading. 

Subsequently those ponds 
became places for “‘skinny dip- 
ping.’ The land was acquired by 
Robert Corey of Lowell. and the 
Wilmington selectmen ordered 
him to keep people out of those 
ponds. 

Then there were two drownings, 
at midnight hours, on ein North 
Reading and one in Wilmington. 
An out-of-town’paper, with big 
headlines. reported them as being 
in Wilmington, and the Wilmington 
selectmen became nervous about 
the situation.

Wilmington’'s officials had been 
discussing taking the land by emi- 
nent domain. for the Water 
Department. and when they finally 
got around to the taking Mr. Corey 
could prove he was making a profit 
in his parking business.

The visit of Mrs. Rebecca Ja- 
quith Ruprecht to Wilmington, 
Sunday. can be described as a plea- 
sant evening, in which a number of 
questions concerning Wilmington’s 
history were raised, and not ade- 
quately explained. The lady spoke 
in the Public Library before about 
twenty persons. 

A resident of Saugus, she is a 
zZ direct descendant of the Sgt 
= Abraham Jaquith who settled, 
© about 1665. on what is now Aldrich 

Aord. She is much interested in 

Colonial. Hugenot and 

Revolutionary history, and has put 

in much study. in Boston, 

Washington and Geneva, 

Switzerland. 

One of her self-appointed tasks is 
to trace Wilmington soldiers of 
both pre-Revolutionary and 
Revolutionary times. A number of 
Jaquith men served in the 
Wilmington forces. 

Mrs. Ruprecht noted that the 
Town Crier had recently com- 
mented on one of the problems - 
that a large number of men serv- 
ed. from Wilmington, during the 
Revolution, and that the names of 
25°) are unknown. 

Among the items she discussed 
was the Crown Point expedition of 
1777, in which a number of 
Wilmington men served, and 
which was a fore-runner to the 
Battle of Saratoga. She also had a 
Colonial muster list, dated 1749, 
which named a few Wilmington 
men. and men from other towns, 
with no town names mentioned. 
One of the officers was a Lieute- 
nant Jaquith. an ancester of the 
lady 

Mentioned in passing, as it were, 
was Sgt. Simeon Jaquith of Civil 
War days. Mrs. Ruprecht was dis- 
cussing the, difficulties caused by 
men of Wilmington having the 
same name - e.g. Samuel Eames, 
and she told of the tWo Simeon Ja- 
quiths of the Civil War days 

The one who was her ancestor 
enlisted in the early part of the 
way. and shortly rose to the rank

Most intriguing were three 
muster (or other) rolls of 
Revolutionary War times undated, 
in which Wilmington men were 
listed. The roles were from the 
State archives. undated. They 
were incomplete. from the stand- 
point of being a Revolutionary 
payroll 

Many of the men listed were ap- 
proaching old age on Concord Day. 
The first name was the Rev. Isaac 
Morrill, ‘and the second was 
Cadwallader Ford Esq. Another 
name was Ephriam Buck - the 
same name as that of the man who 
shot the least bear, in 1763 

There was the name of Timothy 
Walker - the family com- 
memorated by the Walker School. 
Timothy lived where the Alden 
Eames house is, on Shawsheen 
Avenue and on Concord Day is said 
to have marched, in command of a 
company of Minutemen or Militia. 
There is no direct record, but 
Wilmington soldiers, are recorded 
in Soldiers and Sailors of the 
Revolution, to have marched un- 
der the command of Capt. Walker,

The list that Mrs. Ruprecht had 
recorded the rank of Maj. (Major) 
to Timothy Walker. In other 
words it can be presumed that it 
was made up after Concord Day, 
and after Mr. Walker had been 
promoted in rank 

The Wilmington records are in- 
complete. No one really can tell 
the story of Wilmington and the 
Revolution. Mrs. Ruprecht in- 
tends to return to Wilmington, to 
talk with people who may know 
answers to the questions she has 
raised. and to try to learn more.

A one man 
board 


Wilmington now has a new dis- 
tinction - a one man board of 
Water Commissioners. 

He is George, Allen of Corey 
Avenue. a graduate of 
Northeastern University with a 
Master's degree in engineering. 
Mr. Allen was employed for some 
years by the well known firm of 
Whitman & Howard, and is now 
employed by a Vermont engineer- 
ing firm, the Dufresne - Henry 
Engineering Corporation. 

Because of a hassle two months 
ago which was political in nature. 
two of the water commissioners 
resigned. effective June 30, while 
the third commissioner refused re- 
appointment. : 

Mr. Allen accepted an appoint- 
ment on June third. so that he had 
two meetings with former Com- 
missioners Arnold Blake and 
Robert Mullarky. before their 
resignations became effective. 
Now Allen is the only Com- 
missioner 

The Town Manager is hopeful of 
having a full board of Water Com- 

missioners soon. 


On the 
MBTA front 


For one day this week (Tuesday) 
there was no passenger sérvice on 
the Boston & Maine, because of the 
lack of an agreement with the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority. Service was restored 
Wednesday. by an agreement in 
principle for the MBTA to 
purchase B & M tracks and rights- 
of-way. 

Down on Route 129, where it 
crosses Route 93 there is another 
stor. There have been studies and 
plans to extend the MVTA Orange 
Line to that point, or to Reading 
Square. or to the Reading- 
Wakefield line. These plans have 
now been shelved, according to a 
story in last week's Reading 
Chronicle. There will be no ad- 
ditional funding for studies until 
after 1980. 

The Chronicle said that Fred 
Salvucci. Transportation 
Secretary in the cabinet. of Gov. 
Dukakis had made the decision. 
Salvucci was said to feel that other 
extensions. in the Boston area, 
have greater priorities. 

According to the Chronicle, the 
high cost of proposed below grade 
construction was one of the 
reasons. There are a dozen grade 
crossings between Oak Grove and 
Route 128. and Melrose officials 
had called for below grade 
crossings, if there were to be high 
speed trains passing through that 
city 

Wakefield officials had raised 
the question about a terminal site 
proposed on the Reading- 
Wakefield line. citing the area as a 
critical wetland. 

In Reading. planners had con- 
cluded that below grade crossings 
would be required. and‘had also 
objected to wetlands. near Rte. 93 
and 129, being used as a terminal. 

the MBTA has already spent $220 
millions in construction to Oak 
Grove. and has-spent $18 millions 
to acquire the B & M right-of-way 
which goes through Reading and 
North Wilmington
